The placard declared the revolu- 


tionists abandoned the city after 
strong pressure by the legal forces 
and fled toward the interior with 
two reduced columns 
in

trains. The bulletin added 
that 


General Azevedo Costa was in pos- 
seshion of the city of Itu, about 40 
miles southwest of Sao Paulo, and 
that he would prevent the escape 
of thc rebel forces. 


CELEBRATE ON RUMOR

many instances inefficiency und cor- 
ruption ai well' 


"Specifically as to 'North Dakota, 


I am not in favor of nny extention 
Into the realms of private business 
under the power vested by law in 
the Industrial Commission, 
unless 


some flagrant and apparent wrong is 
being perpetrated thru combination 
or resident, to the public injury and 
to the undue advantage of individuals 
or interests, nnd then only to the 
extent of destroying such monopily 
and compelling justice to thc con- 
suming public.

nianage'ment, the use of its pij)duct 
ill all of our state institutions, in 
sofar as they cannot be sold in the 
regular course of business and at 
a profit both within and without the 
state. 
“So far as the local trade in North 
Dakota is concerned, I would be op­ 
posed to the tremendous expenditure 
in maintaining a sales force in this 
state, on the theory that our people, 
taxpayers who have to pay the losses 
at the mill, have sufficient interest 
in its success, and are sufficiently 
intelligent to ask for and obtain that 
brand of flour where it is to their 
best advantage so to do, without 
the tremendous selling expense here, 
tofore found necessary. 
“ We must not overlook that the 
ideal situation would 
be 
to 
find 
markets for the product of this mill 
the same as other large mills operat­ 
ed for profit, at the same time leav­ 
ing a sufficient market a t home for 
our private mills, so that such mills 
could operate and thereby give us 
not only the payroll which would 
accrue in the various communities 
but the feed products so badly need 
ed locally by our farm ers engaged in 
dairying, to say nothing of the added 
tax moneys which would come into 
the coffers of the state from the lo­ 
cal mills so operating. 
Purpose of Operation 
“The mills should be so operated 
as to help preserve and protect for 
the farm er of North Dakota the pre­ 
mium which Northern grown spring 
wheat carries over the general market 
and which premium in the past two 
or three years has very often reach­ 
ed from 20 cents to 40 cents per 
bushel. 
That premiums simply re­ 
flect the superior milling qualities of 
the hard spring wheat grown 
in 
North Dakota, eastern Montana, 
little in South Dakota and Minnesota 
and nowhere else in the 
United 
States. 
“In other words, the mill should 
be operated along broad sound busi­ 
ness lines and fit into the scheme 
of our state’s needs so as to ac' 
eomplish the most good for the peo' 
pie, and the least injury to the in­ 
dividual citiaen or business. No one 
questions but th at its product is 
the equal of any mill in America.

Frank Hines Makes Appeal { 
For 2,712 Service Men Com­ 
pleting Vocational Training 


WashirKton, July 28. (A, P.)—With 
n view to aiding the 2,712 former ser­ 
vice men who will eomplotc their 
vocational training this month and 
the 15,882 additional to be rehabi­ 
litated from now until the first of 
the new year, Frank T. Hines, Direc­ 
tor of the Veterans' Bureau, today 
appealed to employers throughout 
the country to give the veterans an 
opportunity to start life anew by pro­ 
viding them with positions for which 
they havu been trained. 
"These men and women served 
their country at a time of great need 
and they now ask only a fair chance | 
to find employment along the lines 
in which they have received their 
training," said the director’s appeal. 
Director Hines expressed his ap­ 
preciation of the assistance already 
rendered by the nation's employers 
in finding places for the disabled men 
and called attention to the fact that 
only «81» of the 67,000 men and wo­ 
men instructed by the bureau in its 
14 districts were unemployed on 
June 1. One month later there re- 
rtiatned to be completely rehabilitod 
along new lines 52,000 disabled veter­ 
ans, who, as a result of wounds suf­ 
fered in buttle or sickness ana in­ 
juries received during service in the 
world war, were rendered incapable 
of continuing their pre-war occupa­ 
tions following the armistice. 
"The Veterans' Bureau can go only 
so far in the rehabilitation of these 
former service men,” General Hines 
said. "It can take them and tiuin 
them up to the point of empleyability 
and then it must call upon the vcri- 
oiis employing agencies of the coun­ 
try to carry on from that point-" 
Less than five per cent of the 
veterans being rehabilitated have 
visible disabilities, he said, while 90 
per cent are able men. The appar­ 
ent disabilities, however, consist­ 
ing only of handicaps insofar as their 
pre-war occupations were concerned. 
Of the veterans in training on July 
I, professional instruction was being 
given 7,700; along commercial lines, 
II,000: in the trades and industries, 
26,000, and in agriculture, 7,300. The. 
majority of these have been in train­ 
ing two years, some three years, and 
others as long as four years, being 
taught in the country's best universi­ 
ties, colleges, trade and commercial 
schools and in factories and work­ 
shops.

New York, N. Y„ July 28.—In the 
city of Fargo, North Dakota, 52 
children out of every one thousand 
born daring 1923 died within their 
first year. These are figures from 
an infant mortality report recently 
published by the American CHILD 
HEALTH Association, New York 
City, of which Herbert. Hoover is 
president. 
Statistics for Fargo appear with 
the data for cities within the Death 
Registration Area of the country 
outside of the Birth Registration 
Area. The state of North Dakota 
as a whole has not yet been added 
to the Birth Registration Area of 
the United States, which comprises 
only 30 states and the District of 
Columbia nor to the Death Regis­ 
tration Area. It is only within the 
Birth Registration Area that the 
collection of birth recorifs is of 
sufficient accuracy as to be recog­ 
nized 
officially by the '^niilied 
^ States Bureau of the Census. The 
I figures outside of the official birth 
record area has been gathered dir­ 
ectly from state and local author­ 
ities and are presented by the Am­ 
erican CHILD HEALTH Association 
for comparative purposes. 
The average infant mortality rate 
for the eighty-one cities within the 
Death Registration Area included in 
this report is 00.4 as compared with 
78, the average for all the cities 
with more than 10,000 population 
within the Birth Registration Area.

Dutch Unfortunate in 
Colonization Venture» 
The celebration on the Conti­ 
nent cnininemorating the tercen­ 
tenary of the foundation of New 
York recalls the fact that the great 
American city was originally p 
Dufch settlement. 
It was not until 
1064 tliut it was captured by the 
British, and tlie original name of 
New Amsterdam was changed to 
New York. 
Fate, indeed, hns been tinkind 
to the Dutch as colonizers. 
NOt 
only did they lose their extensive 
settlements In New York state and 
I'ennsylvunla, but their colony at 
the Cape of Good Hope, founded in 
16.51, also passed Into British bunds, 
buys London Answers. 
Other Instances of lost colonies 
could be given, especially If those 
which changed hands during or 
after the great war were lnclude<l. 
But how many people realize tliat 
at one time Egypt was a French 
protectorate and that before the ad­ 
vent of Clive the French power in 
India was greater than the British? 
The earliest European settlements 
In India, Indeed, were Portuguese; 
but the Portuguese were driven out 
by the Dutch, and the latter—again 
unfortunately-by the British. 


Parrot Long Eateemed 
Aristotle spoke of parrots us did 
a writer who lived a century be­ 
fore him, the latter describing a 
bird that could imitate sound and 
speak the Indian or the Greek lan­ 
guage, making It over two thousand 
years that this member o’f the 
feathered tribe hud been known to 
talk. Even if parrots had not been 
able to speak tliey would have at­ 
tracted attention because of their 
brilliant plumage.

Burleigh county taxpayers will not find it a burden to 
meet the .small tax imposed by the levy of the county com­ 
missioners to aid in the establishment of the North Dakota 
Corn and Dairy Show. No class of people will benefit more 
from a venture of this kind than the farmers of Burleigh 
county. The cost per quarter section will be .so slight com­ 
pared to benefits derived that no one will feel it. 
A fair properly conducted will aid agriculture immen.sely 
in Burleigh and surrounding counties. Here will be a com­ 
mon ground upon which the farmer and his co-worker in 
the various towns can meet, exchange ideas and create closer 
contact in both a social and business way. 
If developed along proper lines one of the chief assets 
of a Com and Dairy Show should be a live-stock sales pavil­ 
ion 
At small expense, a structure can be provided, heated 
hnd arranged for frequent sales throughout the entire year. 
Such a building would be available for farmers’ institutes 
and even a mid-winter auto and industrial show. 
The county commissioners state that they have lopped 
off more than $70,000 from the budget for the coming year.

With the proper cooperation between the businessmen 
and farmers a great success can be made of this venture. 
Three or four times a year thousands can be attracted to 
this .section of the .state, many to stay and apply their cap- 
tul and energy to build up a great, pro.sperous common­ 
wealth.

The railroad between Charleston 
and Hunibuig, S. C„ was the flrst 
In the South, second In the United 
States and the flrst in the world to 
attain a length of 100 miles, says 
the Detroit News. The South Caro­ 
lina railroad was chartered in 1827 
and In a few years was completed 
from Charleston to Hamburg and 
over the Savannah river to Augus­ 
ta, Ga. In 1834 It was the longest 
continuous line of railroad in the 
United States or Europe. 
, The first locomotive built In the 
country was constructed for the 
South Carolina railroad. 
This en­ 
gine, bearing the name "The Best 
Friend," ran for many years with 
great success.

The rest consists mainly of tax-exempt "real property" 


—land and buildings owned by government, churches; ceme- 
teries, institutions, etc. 


Bringing it down to a nutshell: .Tax-exempt wealth is a 


sixth of our national wealth and equal roughly to a third ot' 
all property assessed under the general property tax. 


As civilizations get older, the tendency is for taxes to be 


shifted increasingly (directly arid indirectly) to the poor and 
to people of •'moderate means. The rich progressively es- 
cape. 
They have the money to find or create avenues of 


escape.

Not so long ago, 1 would have been 
overjoyed at assurance of financial 
security for six weeks, or even six 
days. 
Indeed, sufficient food in my 
stomach to keep hunger away for six 
hours was a rare condition with me. 
But our ideas 
change 
with 
our 
changing prosperity. 
Let those who 
think that the mind governs m ater­ 
ial things ponder this obvious r e ­ 
verse. 
I am, I think, one who makes up 
his 
mind 
quickly, and 
act 
imme­ 
diately. 
Certainly when I had de­ 
cided 
that I would 
rather live a 
thief than starve an honest man, I 
had acted instantly. 
Let me say, in 
parenthesis, that I had not yet a r ­ 
rived at regret for that decision.

ant m atter, as suddenly as I had act­ 
ed on that evening when I had kiss­ 
ed an airy farewell to the traditions 
of all the Ainslcys, of whom I, John, 
was the first to turn to crime.

The sight of them, obese and opu­ 
lent, made me realize th at it was 
time for me to set about the acciuisi- 
tion of some of their more mcrchaiit- 
ahle gauds. 
Not that I intended to 
prey directly upon these nouveaux 
riches! But where the carrion lies, 
the vulture flies. 
It was toward the 
vulture, his talons gripping choice

I had seen one sample of the spe­ 
cies term ed supercrook, and I knew 
my self to be, in every possible way, 
more capable of success in his pro­ 
fession than he.

more ability, than he, and if I so 
directed my energies 
and efforts 
th at I would ru n the least risk of 
antagonizing the police, it seemed 
to me th a t with a b it of luck, there 
was no reason' why 1 
should 
not 
prove the exception to the rule, and, 
forever avoid exposure.

Study, 
in 
the seclusion 
of 
m-y 
Paris apartm'ént, informed me that^ 
while I could hardly hope to im­ 
prove, upon the . methods of some of 
the more famous of the historical 
Bupercrodks, I could, by fipplyhiK; 
th eir methods in a different fashion, 
avoid their errors. 
For the c«)ok 


has n<) friends; neither has he any 
of 
the ordinary 
recourses 
of 
the 
law-abiding citizen. 
If your reput­ 
able merchant is

complain to the nearest authority,

immediately

society’s 
complicated legal inucliinery is set

FARMER WILL 
BE IMPROVED 


Four of a Kind—But What a Difference 


\ 
This Is Conclusion of Federal 
Reserve Rank of Minne­ 
apolis 


BUSINESS IS REVIEWED 


Minneapolis, ,Iuly 2H.—The situa­ 
tion of the Northwest farmer should 
he vastly improved this fall, says 
the monthly summary of the Kederal 
Reserve Hanli of .Minneapolis, 
re­ 
viewing business eonditions in 
the 
Northwest. 
The summary follows; 
"The critical period for crop pro­ 
duction in this district has arrived. 
Until harvesting hertins about August 
10, we must rely on estimates us to 
the probable output, 
(¡ranting aver­ 
age conditions of weather and mois­ 
ture, it appears that spring wheat 
production will be 10 per cent great­ 
er than last year in the face of a re­ 
duction of 10 per cent in acreage; 
while corn, on the other hand, with 
a 12 per cent increase in acreage, will 
produce 10 per cent less than last 
year. 
“The ^situation of the northwestern 
farmer should be improved as the 
total acreage of grains and hay it 
1 1-3 millions greater than a year 
ago, with a much better diversifica­ 
tion, because there was planted more 
flax, corn and hay and less wheat 
and rye. 
In addition, the price aitu- 
ati"!. of some of the grains has hihn 
improved. 
Whether too 
much em­ 
phasis has already been placed on 
this price advance remains to be seen, 
'me pronounced advance in wheal and 
other grains did not apply to flax 
and barley ;and livestock prices de­ 
clined in June 
for practically all 
kinds quoted at terminal markets. 
“Livestock satistics have an un­ 
usual significance this month. 
The 
current-slum p in prices of feeder 
stock and veaJ calves, coupled with 
a remarkably low movement of feeder 
stock to the farms, indicates a pre­ 
vailing belief that beef cattle may not 
sell as well later as heretofore, hav­ 
ing regard to the probable increase 
in the cost of feed. 
However, this 
tendency if continued for any length 
of time, should balance the situation. 
The record-breaking 
run 
of 
hogs 
which has prevailed for some months 
past, has apparently come to p close. 
Receipts have been low for two suc­ 
cessive months and the lateness of 
the spring warrants estimates of a. 
10 to If) per cent reduction in the 
number of fall pigs. 
“The volume of general business 
in June, measured by debits to indi­ 
vidual accounts, did not increase the 
customery amount for this season of 
the year. 
Also the total was 6 per 
cent below a year ago, owing to de­ 
clines in lumber manufactures, lin­ 
seed products, mining output, sales 
of lumber at retail in rural yards, 
department store sales and whole sale 
trade. 
Employment conditions indi­ 
cated a general slackening of busi­ 
ness activity. There was a decline in 
the amount of Federal reserve notes 
in circulation. 
“Prospective building activity, as 
shown by the building permits is­ 
sued in June, is on the decline. The 
rental situation in Minneapolis is 
much easier than formerly. 
Financial conditions are satisfac- 
Aory- 
The aggregate of deposits is 
rising, demand for loans 
is 
not 
pressing, and interest rates are eas­ 
ier. Federal reserve bank loans de­ 
clined in June and earning assets 
were maintained by the purchase of 
government securities. 
During the 
first three weeks of July, no import­ 
ant change developed, except a re­ 
vival of borrowing by banks in the 
Oakotas."

however, i feel 
th at the people fear prosecution for 
the commiting of a misdemeanor if 
they deface the markers and for this 
reason 
leave them alone. 
Punish 
ment has been promised any one de­ 
facing in any manner the new guide 
signs and it is the aim of the High 
way Commission to 
see that this 
promise is carried out. 
But from whatever reason it may 
be the signs are being (left un­ 
molested to accomplish the purpose 
for which they were designed.
